Deep thinkers are 
not plentiful.°"Phe «masses:leave most. of , 
that to students, writers and speakers,

out ‘and eonelusions arrived at. -This is 

“ wrong: People should get into the habit of 
doing some deep thinking themselves, for. 
themselves, and they would greatly ben- 
- efit thereby. 

Just now, however, this is beginning to 

come about to some extent, and the rank 
and file of the people all over the earth 
are beginning»#0 think, and some of the 
‘Yesults . of .dtp-are beginning to find ex- 
pression. 
; Never inthe histor) of the world was 
there so many big things and vital things, - 
sonie: of them, sublimely grand, to think 
about as’ now, “and all of us ought to do 
our share of ifj to the end that great good 
shall come out*of it all. 

Oné“of the deepest. thinkers of modern 
‘times. is. President, Wilson. He has sensed 
the changes that are taking place in the 

minds and hearts of all the people of the 
world—a change which cannot be de- 
scribed as yet, but must be felt and sensed 

- .to be understood, Itisa spiritual change, 
perhaps, and at any rate it is of the in- 
‘tellect, although its basic cause may ‘be 
mote or ;less physical. You yourself -are 

. not the game’ as yon were four years ago, 
and neither is anybody else, here or else- 
where over the whole expanse of the earth. 

There is’ an underlying cause to: this 
new Bolshevism, : to the revolutions. and 


counter, revolutions, to*the labor unrest 
and etrikes..and oto ethe express: desires 
of the poor and oppressed of the earth. 


There was an underlying cause for our 
American soldier boys going 3000 miles 
across the seas to help punish-an outlaw 
nation—they went for humanity’s sake. 

In his departing speech President Wil- 
son said a few things along these lines, 
which everybody should read, among them 
the following: 

“The great tides of the world do not 
vive notice that they are going to rise and 
run; they rise in their. majesty and over- 
whelming might and those who stand in 
the way are overwhelmed. 

‘‘Now the heart of the world i is awake 
and the heart of the world must be satis- 
fied. ~~ 

“Do not. let yourselves suppose for 4 
moment. that the uneasiness in the popula- 
tions of Europe is due to:economic causes 
or economie motives; something. very 
much deeper underlies it all than that. 

“They see that their governments have 
never been able to defend them against 
intrigue or .aggression and that there is 
no force or foresight or of prejudice in 
any modern cabinet to stop war. 

“And therefore they say ‘there must 
be some fundamental causé for this,’’ and 
the fundamental cause they are beginning 
16 perceive to be that nations have stood 
singly or in-little jealous groups against 
each other, fostering prejudice, increasing 
the danger of war than the concerting 
measures. to prevent it; and if there i¥ 
right*in the world, if thers is justice’ in 
the world, there is no reason’ why nations - 
“ghould be divided in the support of: jus- 
* tice. 

“They are, therefore, saying if you real- 
“ly believe that there is a right, if you, 


» ped, stop thinking aide the rival’ inter- <

ECONOMIC MALADJUSTMENT 

The great mass of cases; that come into 
a criminal court: are either .economie or 
pathologi¢al—the_ prisoner is either’ poor 
or sick, Often he is both. Thé ‘sensible 
disposal. of-them would be to, try to cure 
the sick men and try to adjust the eco- 
nomic maladjustment which causes the 
crimes of the others. Back of this is.the 
need for farsighted steps to prevent sick- 
ness and to prevent economic maladjust- 
ments The aim onght to be to make it 
possible for all to lead normal lives. In- 
stead the law prescribes insanely abnor- 
mal lives.for people who are already ab- 
normal, That is the fundamental trouble 
with the courts. They are trying to do 


some things that cannot be done and 


some that ought not. And all iandid men 
connected with them-know it. What won- 
der if what we call corruption arises ?— 
San Francisco Call.

WOMEN WITHIN LAWS SCOPE; 


HOW. THEY: REPORT INCOME | 


The Income Tax drive comes to a 
close on Saturday night, March 15, 

The payments and returns due on 
that date under the provisions of the 
new Revenue Law must bein the hands 
of tocal Internal’ Revenue Collectors 
before their offices close that night,” 

“The Income Tax is being collected to 
meet the war expenses. Every person 


} who shouted and tooted his horn on 


Arniistice Day is néw called upon to 
contribute his share ofsthe cost of win- 
ning the war.’ 

The ‘laggards and the dodgers will 
face severe fifies and jail sentences, 
The Internal Revenue’ Bureau an- 
nounces that its officers will check us 
all up to see that every person who 
comes within the scope of the Income 
Fax law. did his share, 

Where to Pay and File. ' 

Residents of California are required 
to make their returns and’ pay their 
taxes to Justus Wardell, San Fran- 
cisco, or to John P, Carter, Los An- 
geles, Collectors of Internal Revenue, 


who are now doing free advisory work ! 


on Income Tax, 

Payments sent by mail should be at- 
tached to the returns and should be in 
the form pf check, money order or 
Gyaft.- Cash payments by mail are 
sent at the taxpayer's risk of loss. 

‘If you are unable to make your ree 
turn personally because of Hlness, ab- 
sence or incapacity an agent or legal 
representative may make your return. 

If there are any doubtful points as 
to your items of inceme or allowable 
deductions you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bank 
er for advice. 

Women Pay Tax. 

Women are subject to all the re- 
quirements of the Income Tax. Wheth- 
er single or married, a woman's income 
from all sources must be considered. 

. If unmarried or if living apart- from 
her husband she must make her return 
for 1918 if her net income was $1,000 
or over. 3 

If married and living with her hus- 


band her income must be. congidered | 
-| with the husband’s in determining the 


Mability for a return. Thetr joint in- 
come, less the credits allowed by law, 
is subject to normal tax. The wife’s 
net income.is considered separately. in 
computing any surtax that may be 
due, Husband and wife file jointly, as 
a ru If the husband does not in- 
clude hfs wife’s Income in his return 
the wife must file a separate return’ 
Severe Penalties, 

The new Revenue Law places severe 
penalties on a person who falls to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
return or renders a fraudulent return, 
For failure. to make return and pay 
tax on time a fine-of not more than 
$1,000 is named and 25 per cent of the 


j tux due fs added to the assessment, 
| Fér refusing willfully to make return 


or for making a fulse or fraudulent re- 
turn there fs a fine of not exceeding 
$10,000 und imprisonment ‘of not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, 

Farmers’ Income Taxable, 

Every farmer and ranchman who 
hag a fair or a £ood year in 1918 must 
heed the Income ‘fax this year. He 
must consider all his income as. tax+ 
able. He is entitled to deduct from 
his gross income all amounts expended 
in carrying on his farm, The cost of 
farm machinery, farm buildings and 
Improvements cannot be deducted, The 
tost of live stock, either for resale or 
for breeding purposes, is also regarded 
as Investment. 

Overtime and Bonuses Taxed, 

Salary and wage earners must con- 
sider as taxable every item received 
from employers . and from 
sourees, Bonuseg and overtime pay 
ure to be reported as well as the regue 
lar payments, , " 

= Allowances for Losses. 

Losses sustained in 1918 and not 
covered by insurance are deductible 
items if incurred, in the tuxpayer’s 
business or trade, in any transaction 
undertaken for profit or arising from 
fire, storm, shipwreck or other casu- 
alty or from theft.
